After the weaving is done and the “raw belt has 
been rigidly inspected and passed, it is filled with rubber. 
This is to strengthen it. Also, to toughen and preserve 
it ayainst dampness, acids, steam, heat and cold, wet 
and dry. We claim for our helt that it will wear 
better in exposed places, notably in sawmills and on 
threshers, than any other belt on the market.
